Aides to Matheson said the 
governor, who did not seek re- 
election, is required to complete 
the budget before leaving office. 

Bangerter also requested 
Matheson finish the budget and 
the former House speaker and 
his staff have been briefed on 
the proposal, Matheson's aides 
said. 


The Democratic governor's 
budget plan includes a $43.2 
million supplemental budget to 
finance flood control and dam- 
age repair projects and other 
programs, and a $467 million 
capital expenditures budget to 
finance new construction for 
schools, prison buildings and 
other state structures. 

Smaller requested expendi- 
tures would increase by 50 per- 
cent the funding of the Eco- 
nomic and Industrial Develop- 
ment and Travel Development 
budgets.

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Although Matheson’s budget 
request forecasted higher-than- 
expected state revenue, the do- 
cument warned against a con- 
tinuation of ‘‘insufficient’ fund- 
ing by the Legislature for var- 
ious projects. A 

“Projections: for calender 
year 1985 indicate a surplus of 
revenues over earlier esti- 
mates," said Matheson's budget 
document, prepared by Budget 
Director Michael Zuhl. 

“However, above average 
precipitation Ħàs resulted in se- 
vere flooding and damage to the 
state infrastructure which will 
require immediate attention,” 
the spending message said. 
"Revenues in recent years have 
been insufficient to prevent the 
deterioration of the state's phys- 
ical capital assets and to pro- 
vide new investment in capital 
facilities.” 

The outgoing governor also 
sought to boost Utah’s education 
spending. 

“Perhaps nowhere is the im- 
pact of fiscal commitment more 
strongly felt than in education,” 
said the budget message. “Тһе 
growth of Utah's school-age 
population necessitates immedi- 
ate attention to the issues of 
classroom size, competitive sal- 
aries for educators and funds 
for libraries, supplies and equip- 
ment.” 

Matheson’s budget sought $2.1 
billion in the current-acount 
budget, up 10.9 percent from the 
current $1.9 billion.
